60,000 pilgrims were gathered in the environs 
of the capital city of the Byzantine Empire. 

Emperor Alexius Comnenus had asked 
Urban for help against the Turkish forces 
that were threatening his-‘empire, but be had 
expected no such response as this, Merceniry 
troops he bad wanted; the arrival of entire 
armies was quite another thing, He viewed 
them, his daughter Anna noted, as a threat 
equal to that of the Turks 

“He heard a report of the approach of in- 
numéerable Frankish armies,” wrote Princess 
Anna, “lancd) he dreaded their arrival for he 
knew their irresistible manner of attack, thelr 
unstable and mobile character... and he also 
knew they were always ugape for money.” 

Ann's estimiute of the ntembers of the cru- 
sling armies appears to have been magnified 
by her father's fears. “The whole of the West,” 
she wrote, “and all the barbarian tribes which 
dwell between the further side of the Adriatic 
and the Pillar of Hercules, had all migrated 
in a body and ‘were marchita into. Asia __. 
with all their househeald.” 

The Princess: had @ certain respect for the 
humbler Crisacers, but very lithe for their 
leaders. “The simplersminded were urged on 
by the real desire of worshiping ut our Lord's 
Sepulcher, and visiting the siecred places," she 
went on, “but the more astute, especially men 
Hke Bohemond sand those of like mind, had 
another secret teason, numely, the hope that

they might by some means beable to seize 
the capital [Constantinople] itself.” 

Anna's opinion of the leaders of the Cro- 
stile was uncharitable, but there were reasons 
for her skepticism. The urmies which had ar- 
rived in’ Constantinople had been unruly: 
they hod pillaged the outskirts of the town 
when they ran shert of supplies, and Gendfrey 
of Bouillon hac actually attacked the imperial 
forces—and on a holy day, at that. 

Purt of the trouble stemmed from the fact 
that Urban had never appointed a military 
leader. of the Crusade. Adbermur of Moenteil, 
Bishop of Le Puy, was the Pope's represen- 


tative in religious matters, but the princes 


who had! tuken the Crose were in constant 
competition for military control, (See “The 
Men Who Led the First Crusade.” page 804.) 


Ambitious Princes Bound by Onth 


The Emperor Alexius treated the leaders 
with considerable diplomacy, generosity, and 
with firmness when he found it necessary. His: 
primary concern wis to make sure that in the 
process of liberating former areas of the By- 
zantine Empire from Turkish control, the 
Western leaders did not simply transfer con- 
trol to themeacl ves 

With this in mind, he mode magnificent 
zifts of gold ond jewels to the leaders, asking 
in return that they take an oath of ollegiance 
to him, including a declaration that any By- 
zantine cties taken from the Turks would be 
returned te his control, All but Raymon! of 
Toulouse swore to the plede, and Raymond 
accepted ao melified version 

Ales eave each of the Crusade leaers 
a Warm teception, but none Was encouraged 
li prolony his slay in Constantinople, The 
Bvzuntine Emperor provided guides and 
ininsportation nd moved the armies across 
the Bosporus os rapidly as possible. 

The departure of the Crusaders trom the 
environs cf istanbul back in 10487 was an in- 
ternationl affair there were Normans and 
Franks, Germans, Lombardians and Bur- 
runcinns, some English, ind «few Crevks 
Mv own leave-taking in 1967 oiso involved o 
number of nationalities.

For when the Crusacers had deetroved 
the Turks’ lat hope of reinforcement, and the 
defenders of Nicaea decided to surrender, the 
Emperor ordered Ninnuel Butumites, com- 
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muinder of his lake fotila, to get in touch with 
the Turkish commanicler 

Alexus: warited the city taken from the 
Turks, bot he hod no wish to see it sacked anil 
possibhy burned. The majority of its citizens 
were Christians, and it would bea useful prart 
af his empire—if it remained intact 

Butumiies “showed them [the Turks] the 
document senled with woll which the Em 
peror hac entrusted ta him...” Anna wrote, 
“by which the Emperor promised not only

was not vet finished, Gathering support from 
Emr Hasan of Cappadocta as well as the 
Danishmend forces, he set a trap for the Cru- 
sacers near Dorvlacum, today’s Exkisehir 

Rohemond’s forces, encamped on the Dery- 
lacum plain, bore the brunt of the first attack 
at dawn Raymond of Aguilers says the Turk- 
ish forces numbered 150,000, Fulcher of Char- 
tres, with even less restraint, tells us that “they 
numbered 360,000 fighters, all on horses ancl 
armed with tows.” 

“We were all huddled together,” he re- 
counts, “indeed, like sheep shut in a pen, 
trembling and frightened, surrounded on all 
sides by enemies, so that we were unable to aed - 
vance in any direction. It was clear to us that 
this befell us as a punishment for our sins” 

For six hours the vanguard held off the at- 
tackers, throuvh shower after shower of Turk- 
ish arrows. There was no place to run, and 
capture meant certain slavery. Then, near 
noon, the second Crusader army came up. 

The Turks, who thought they had entrapped 
the whole of the Crusader force, fell back for 
on moment The two Christinn fortes made 
contact and took the offensive. As the battle 
hung in the balance, the Bishop of Le Puy, 
who had led a force over mountains to the 
rear of the Turkish army, attackedL 


Pincer Attack Turns the Tide 


Cught hetween the two lines, the Turks 
broke and fled. So complete was the rout that 
they lef behind their tents with the treasury 
of the Sultan and his two Emits, The Cru- 
saflers patil dearly in lives, but the victory 
broke the back of Turkish resistance in Asia 
Miner. 

The Christian artnies rested for two days, 
then <et out on the lone trail to Antioch The 
Turks were beaten, but nature, the Crusaders 
were to discover, was an enemy eqitally to be 
feared. 

“We suffered such extreme thirst.” wrote 
Fulcher of Chortres, “that many men andl 
women tied from its torments. And we very 
often lacked bread and other food in these 
places, for the land was devastated and ray- 
aged by the Turks: 


More important than hunger and thirst, 
however, wis the spirit of the army. With 
horses and oxen dead of starvation, they load: 
ect their tattered possessions on the barks 
of sheep, gonts, dogs, and even pigs, And 
in hardship they were drawn even closer 
tovether in apirit (page BC), 

“Who ever heard sich a mixture of lan- 
Kuages In one army?’ asks Fulcher, “There 
were French, Flemings, Frisians, Gauls,Allo- 
braves, Lotharingians, (ermans, Bavarians, 
Normans, English, Scots, Aquitanians, Ital- 
lans, Dacians, Apulians, [berians, Bretons, 
Greeks and Armenians. ._. 

“Hut we who were diverse: in langunees, 
nevertheless seemed to be brothers in the love 
of God..." the Crusader historian adds. “If 
one last any of his possessions, he who found 
it would keep it carefully... until he found 
the loser anid returned it This ts fit-and proper 
for those who make the pilgrimade, ...” 


Respite fora Tired Legion 


Six weeks of privation and suffering brought 
the pilgrims to leonium, today's Konva, which 
had been abandoned by the Turks (jiage S07)

From Canaveral a leisurely drive of a few 
hours took tie northward to F leriedla’s—andd 
the country’s—earllest past. 

On the surf-washed shore between present- 
day Daytona Beach and Jacksenville, on an 
Apnol morning of 1514, Juan Ponce cle Leon 
planted his banners in the warm sate! and 
claimed all of North America for the Spanish 
crown. Here, 52 vears later, Pedro Menendez 
de Aviles, ander a roval contract, founded thie 
village of St. Augustine. Since then the flags 
of Spain, Britain, the United States, and the 
Confederate States have flown over it. Tt his 
been besieged, cackecd, and handed over by 
breathy many tines. 

St Augustine is the country’s oldest inhab- 
ted town in its quiet, narrow streets 1 hearel 
the lazy clop-clop of horses’ hoofs. From the 
battlements of Castillo de San Marcos, the 
old gray fort whose guns once defenled the 
city, I looked out ato chonweless sea. 

If St. Augustine is the past und Canaveral 
the future, Jacksonville, a little farther up the 
coast, is very much the present.

In Tokyo, ¥WCA officials invited us to tea 
at national headquarters, Leaving our shoes 
ul the threshold, we sat on cushicns, sabsolei, 
on a floor covered with straw mats, fatone 
jpage 911). Around.a low table, in a subchued 
lieht, we chitted in hushed voices. How could 
anyone rue her voice in a roam Like this? 

‘Some say vur country is alow to chon,” 
caked Wiss Asa Uoki, member of the VYWCA 
national stat, “But much has changed in only 
len, twenty vears. Notice how few women 
Vou see now wearing the traclitional kimona 
an the streets. Twenty vears ago il wies just 
the opposite; then a Japanese wom in West- 
ern (ress Was unusual. 

“But it is not merely clothes that have 
changed.” she continued: “Today we women 
hive political equality, and the YWCA is one 
of five active organizations encouraging Japa- 
nese women to tse their votes: 

“You must realize, of course, that we are a 
Christian organization ina Buddhist country, 
and many girls cannot participate in church 


activities. But the VW enjoys widespread 
popular support One of our YWCA wouth 
tonferenmes: Wat hell on the erounids of 
Burldhist temple—aind the monks mite us 
feel verw welcome.” 

Miss ‘Teruko Komvyo, whe heads the VW 
in Japan, told me, “There are centers m 1/6 
cities, with 12,000 members. They sive all 
kinds of classes typing in English, leather- 
Tali, swimming for coippled children, iron- 
ing for mentally retarded girls: The Tokvo 
YWCA rons a cay camp for underprivileged 
children.” 

We visited several of these facilities in 
Tokvoe and then went on to the old city of 
Rvoto. Near the fumows Nishijin weaving 
district the YWCA, in cooperation with the 
YMCA and various churches, is building 
a center where Kyoto's weavers can meet for 
education and recreation. 

We visited the weaving factories ind back- 
ilkey shops that produce intricate silk designs. 
The weavers showed os their fingernails. 
filed with tiny notches to separate and hold 
the fine threads. The daily output of a weaver 
creating an ormate ef: (sash) may amount to 
only afew inches. 

Although there ire several lorie factories 
in Nishijin, much of the district is given over 
to small home-industry shops: We wound our 
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way into narrow back streets ancl lanes to 
visit shops where clattering electric looms 
virtinilly fill the workers’ crowded homes. A 
few squire feet of straw mat ure set asitle for 
sherping: a section of hallway may serve us 
kitchen, laundry, and dining: room. Members 
of the family work by shifte—father weaving 
While sister+ti-law sheep, cited so on

Wur first stop in India was Bombay, a city 
bursting with activity, from its towering 
sweep of bay-front apartments to its cluttered 
huwkstreet tenements, or chatels,

ect in Bombay in 1875," Miss Sarah Paul, as- 
sociation president, told us 

Miss Paul drove with us to a government 
hising development in the village of Sewri, 
Where the VYWCA ts helping to feed the chil- 
dren of the very needy, in connection witha 
study being made by Bombays Haftkine 
Institute (page 926 

One aim is to show the mothers the impor- 
lance of a balanced! diet—the virtues of un- 
polished wheat, the rele of vitamin B in pre- 
venting: beriberi, the value of protein foods. 

We watched as young three-, four-, and 
five-vear-oldls received their daily lunch atthe 
YW kitchen, Chapatte (unleavened bretic), 
lentils, nuts, curds, potatoes, powdered milk, 
American wheat are & few of the foods the 
YW distributes. Physical exams and duilvrec- 
ards provide data on each child's progress, 

In both Bombay and New Delhi, VWCA's 
ure AeoVely: engaged in Vocational training 
They give courses in bookkeeping, commer- 
cinl correspondence, and office routine to 
prepare girls for business carvers. But the 
cultural side is not neglectert 

At the Bombay center we watched a class 
in Clasticw) Indian dance. Since Bombay is 
the Hollvewood of lncia’s film industry, sev- 
eral of the YWCA-trained girls hove worked 
as duncers in musical film productions. This, 
I'm sure, is the worle’s only VWEA offering 
training to praspective movie stars! 

From Agra, site of the Taj Mahal, we drove 
lo Jaipur, seein a part of India alminst un- 
touched by the modern world, Oxcarts, cam- 
cls, and flocks of sheep shared our dusty road. 
The way passes umong: parched fielels where 
den draw water from irigation wells in 
urcat leather bases. 

Many villages in India still have no elew-

tricity, piped water, or sanitary facilities. At 
community wells the women fill shining brass 
water jars, returning home with the containers 
balanced on their heads. 

The women of the New Delhi YWCA 
showed me how their pssiciation i working 
to fight Witeracy in such regions. 

“India i a country of democratic ideals,” 
said Ivy Khan, YWCA national general sec- 
retary, “but people must be able to vote in- 
telligenth:. All hope for social reform has to 
begin with better education for the 80 percent 
of aur people who live in villages.” 

At Paprawat village near New Delhi we 
saw YW instructors working with a comnn- 
nity crowp, Mothers were sewing articles for 
Lvooperitive sole while ther children chont- 
ed through their Hind: ABC'S. 

At the other end of the educational scnoie 
we found the VW at work, too. We visited the 
University of Delhi to «we the Delhi School of 
Social Work, which has 80 students from 14 
Indian states mid 10 countries. 

Founded by the VWCA in 1946:the school 
has now become a postgraduate Institution 
of the university, and its gractuates are serving 
with social agencies in all parts of India. Their 
work ranges from counseling parents of ju- 
venile delinquents to training group workers 
for community centers: 

“We even have five students from the Unit- 
ti States,” said the school’s. principal, Lr 
MLS. Grore. “They do held work here os part 
of their study for postgraduate degrees at 
home. Several plan to remain and seek ca- 
reers in social service in India.” 


Burra: Folk Songs and Duck Fes 


In Burma we visited Shwe Dagon Pagoda, 
largest in the world, towering 326 feet. The 
spire’s golden brilliance is continually renewed 
by faithful Buddhists who buy offerings of 
wold leaf and add their mites for the glory of 
the temple.

Working until it was too dark to see, Alan 
freed perhaps a hundred by using his sheath 
knife to break the crystallized anklets. But 
it was a slow process. Obviously, help was 
needed if the chicks were to be saved: The 
mature flamingos, able to fly to Lake Natron 
and Muapaci’s fresher bavs to wach anil feed, 
developed no encrustations 

Next morning found Alan in my home in 
Nairobi, Minutes later [ was telephoning Tony 
Irwin, editor of the wildlife magazine Afri- 
rang and a live wire of Kenya's press corps. 

“We need help,” I saicl, 

“Youll get it.” he answered when he had 
heard the story. 


Press Spreads Word of Birds’ Plight 


Tony was true to his word, News of the 
filnmingos’ plight was spread by newspaper, 
fudio, and television. Appeals for funds 
brought in 33,500 almost overnight—so much 
that further donations were turned down, 
and we hae enough left after our rescue op- 
erations to give more than =1,000 to the East 
African Wild Life Society. 

Calls for tescwe-team members brought 
scores of answers—voung people willing to 
brave the hundred-degree heat, the nauseat- 
ing stench of dead birds, the blinding ¢lare of 
the soda crust, and the risk that thin spots 
might give way beneath their feet and pliunie 
them into the hot liquor below. 

Walking across the crust was unnerving 
lt undulated slightly with every step, raising 
thoughts of a most unpleasant death if one 
went throuzh, 

Forty-eight hours after the Africana Fln- 
mingo Rescue Fund was launched, Alan wis 
back at Lake Magad. With him were lengths 
of plastic hose, a number of collapsible baths 
in which to wash chicks, ancl our first two 
helpers—vouths holidaying in Kenya. One 
was Douglas Wise, a veterinary student from 
Cumbridge, the other Christopher Callow, a 
medical student fram Edinburgh. With fresh 
water and generous assistance supplier! by 
the Magach Seda Company, the team began 
soaking alkali from encristed chicks. 

Two hundred were cleaned up by evening. 
Five hundred went throuch the baths the 
nextday. But the task seemed hopeless, It took 
too lone—live minutes—to soak the anklets 
off each chick, in addition to the time con- 
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sumed in carrying chicks to the washing sta- 
tion and returning them to the flock, A more 
eMcient way had to be found. 

In camp that night everyone experimented 
with removing encrustations from dead fla- 
mingos. It was Chris Callow who came up 
with the answer. He discovered that if the 
anklet was held against « hard surface, then 
tapped sharply with « lizht hammer, it broke 
in two without injury to the fedglings lee 
The sun-baked mound of a flamingo nest, we 
found, was just the right hard surface. 

Tried next day, the “CC. method,” as we 
called it, proved an immediate success. More 
than a thousand young were relieved of their 
deadly impeciments. 

Now, however, the removal of anklets was 
faster than the collecting. We needed more 
bird catchers. A strike of Kenva school teach- 
ers. of all things, provided a source—ielled 
schoolbovs willing to help round up the birds 
in trapping pens (page 942). Also pitching 
in were Volunteers from Army and Royal Air 
Force units, and others eager to help. 

Hy the second week of October, the rescue 
crisis passed, Seasonal rains came to cilute 
the soda-aturated lagoone And the young 
Homingos reached the migratory ace of six 
weeks at which they began to trek in loose 
formations across the burning soda wastes to 
bays of open and comparatively fresh water 
near the southern ened of the lake, 


227,000 Flamingos Saved From Death 


We stopped to assess our efforts. 4lore than 
27,000 young flamingos had been manually 
freecl from their soca fetters. But tnore im- 
portant, at feast 200,000 other juyenile birds 
had been prevented by the presence of the 
rescue teams from éntéering the shallows where 
the soda was most concentrated, Counting 
young birds from other oress of the lake, 
close to 400,000 fledelings—half the season's 
hatch—safely mace the five-mile migration 
across the dangerous fate: 

Not only wos the operation the biggest ani 
most successful African bird rescue in history, 
but it was also probably the world's. cheap- 
est Thanks to the volunteers, every dollar 
used by the rescue fund saved 92 flamingos 
from death.
